Muscular Rheumatism| SIDE GLANCES-®y George Clark | 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
That form of rheumatism called muscular 
theumatism by the layman is referred to as 
fibrositis by the doctor, Fibrositis means an 
inflammation of fibrous tissue, which lies in 
between the bundles of muscular tissue. When 


the fibrous tissue is inflamed this produces the 
soreness and pain in the 
muscles affected which are 
the chief symptoms of which 
the patient complains. 

The patient suffering from 
muscular rheumatism is 
easily led to believe that most 
of the trouble lies in the 
muscles; however, this is not 
the case as rheumatism has a 
constitutional cause. When 
the primary cause is estab- 
F. McCoy lished, then comparatively 
trivial causes such as over-use of the muscles, 
or exposure to cold or to damp, may serve as 
exciting causes, bringing on the attack. The 
cold or damp weather will produce a temporary 
slowing up of the circulation in some particular 
part and the muscles of that part will become 
painful, stiff, or sore because of the accumula- 
tion of rheumatic toxins in that area due to the 
sluggish circulation, Cold, damp, or over-exer- 
tion are simply exciting causes and have the 
power to induce an attack only when the funda- 
mental toxic condition is present. 


Fibrositis may attack the muscular tissue of 
any part of the body but its favorite sites are 
the muscles of the neq and the muscles of the 
lower back. It is more common among men 
than among women and is known in both an 
acute and a chronic form. The symptoms vary 
according to whether the disease is acute or 
chronic, but as a general rule the acute attacks 
steadily grow worse until more or less perman- 
ent muscular disability results. In the acute 
attack, the pain in the muscles may be very 
intense and may prove so severe that the pa- 
tient will make every effort to keep from mov- 
ing the affected muscles. In the chronic form, 
the painful sensation may be noticeable only 
when the patient attempts to move the muscles 
and at other times may subside into a dull ache. 
Considerable stiffness is the rule and the patient 
will notice that he feels worse as soon as he be- 
comes cold. The patient with muscular rheu- 
matism will try to keep as quiet as possible and 
will hug the fire, if left to his own devices. 

In the treatment of muscular rheumatism, I 
find that the fast taken at the start will obtain 
the best possible results, as during the fast, the 
blood chemistry will be adjusted closer to the 
normal. Also, during this time, the body will 
cleanse itself of the irritating substances which 
have accumulated and which produce soreness, 
stiffness and lameness when localized in muscu- 
lar tissue. Usually the pain in the muscles wil! 
leave after two or three days on the fasting 
regimen if the patient is having an acute attack. 
In chronic cases, a longer time may be required 
to secure results but even so the good effect of 
the fast will be apparent. During the fast it is 
important that the patient secure one enema 
daily. 

Following the fast, the greatest benefit will 
be secured if the patient uses a diet ‘consisting 
of leafy green vegetables for severa] days. After 
this time a well-balanced diet may be used a 
the patient is given a moderate amount of meat, 
cooked vegetables and salads, but is advised to 
use only the minimum amount of starches and 
sugars, or to avoid these altc ier for a time.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
QUESTION—Mrs. L. P. writes: “What is 
ct meaning of the word ‘catarrh’? I hear 
a lot about catarrh but I am not sure just what 
kind of a disorder is meant by this term.” 

ANSWER--Catarrh refers to inflammation 
of a mucous membrane, the outstanding symp- 
tom being an increase in the muscus secreted 
by such a membrane. The abnormal secretion 
of mucus comes from the glands located in the 
membrane. Catarrhal inflammation may oc 
in any of the mucus membranes of the body. 
Catarrh of the nose and throat is probably the 
most prevalent form, although catarrhal in- 
flammation as occurring in the ear and leading 
to catarrhal deafness, is also quite common. The 
three main causes which produce catarrha)] in- 
flammation are: first, over-eating of starch and 
sugar; second, constipation; and third, insuffi- 
cient skin elimination. Probably the reason that 
so many people allow chronic catarrh to con- 
tinue without undertaking treatment for it, is 
because catarrh in itself is not dangerous to life. 
Many people do not realize that chronic catarrh 
of the nose ahd throat may extend to the ear 
and cause deafness, although this fact is well 
established. The treatment of catarrh is essen- 
, the same, regardless of what part of the 
body is involved.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1887, Joseph 
Chamberlain, the great English 
statesman (no, dont insist upon 
“British,” for if ever there was 
an Englishman, it was this man 
from Birmingham) made Empire 
history by cpenly declaring in 
favor of a united Empire trade 
policy. Chamberlain had come 
to America as the British repre- 
sentative on the joint commission
